the naighbors never objocted, for they had be-
eomn used to the factory nnil also Leoniso
Camphell hiad been In the businesas for many
yoars. Camphellhad MeCutcheon helping him
fo the rlnes while Knes looked alter the ma-
ehitnory.

I.1\'I|lla Mrs, Campbell, Camphell's wiloe. was
pltting on tho rear porch of her home sewing
about 4 o'clock yestorday afterncon, her son
sppanrid in tha factory door, which fuced the
poar of the dwelling, and told his mother that
be had boen working all the afternoon grind-
fng rubbor malstened with benzine Into jelly.
The boy told his mother that he didn't know
what was the matter, but the amell of the
benrinoe made him slok, something which had
never happened to him Lefora,

door. A few minutes afterward Mra Camp-
bell heard her husband laughing about some-
thing. A little while later she heard him eall
to the engineer: *Joe. what Is tho matter?

IOQUR OF 11K STRIKERS WOUNDED IN
A FIGHT WITH NEW MEN,

The Operaniorsa Hullding Slockndes Wiihin
Whish Thelr Men May Work-1,000
Miners vn Thelr Way from Alnbamn—
Hiriers Say They Won't Let Them Mine.

Kasaas Crry, Mo, July 20<Fpur striking
miners wore wounded in an attack on the new
mon brought in Ly the operatora at Welr City,
Kan., this aflternooin. Thaey are Henry Delgh,
s man known as “the Bwede," John Herrlog
and n boy, A Fronch Indian woman, who was
cheoring the men on, was struck In the thigh
Ly a stray bullet. Adjt-Gen, Artz has or-
dored two compnnles of militia from Topaka
and Wichita to the seane. The oporators are
making every effort to resist the men who,
nided by thelr women, are organizing to keop
out the 1,000 negross on theirway to Weir Clty
from Alabama.

To-day's diMeoulty originated In thia way:
About noon 40U sttlking miners went to
Cloemusnna's strip pit.  Tho strlp pit workmen
refured to quit work, and the strikers foreed
An entranco to the grounds and & battle began
with clubs and pistols., About 100 shots wore
fired. The etrip pit workers were deloatod
and ran out of the grounds,

The stockndes, belilnd whileh the eonl opern.
tors expect to put men to work In the noar
future, are fnst approaching eompletion, and,
whon they aro finfshod, the shalts will present
the appoarance of Indian forta At AMline No.
22 the fonees in all direotions have beon posted
with small pine Loards, on which has beon
1ninted ** No trespass.”’

Aunout forty men aro busy building the stock-
ade, many sinking holes nnd others nalling on
bonrds. The fonce is bullt out of lumber that
had been used before. The posts are very
heavy. nnd the fenre (s nbout seven feet lilgh,
and considernble space (8 left between the
boards, It will enelose twelveacros of ground,
giving plenty of room for people to livein, If
thoy desire, when at work, as well ns forming
a guard line around the shaft. About two

hundred yarda have already beon ecompleted,
and three hundred yards of posts are up ready
for the fenting.

Some of the minars, when asked about the
fence, sald that it would prevent them from
doung anything at that shaft, but that they
would continus to pravent any conl lLeing

Baxarok, July 20.—The belligerent attitude
of the gunboats Forfait, Inconstante, and
Con:ete, opposite the middle of the oity, fs
causing great anxlety among the peopla.

The men are continunlly beaton to quartars,
and they traln the guns on any Slamese gune
boat that happens to pass thom on Its way up
or down tho rivor, day or night. nlthough, in
accordance with an agreomont with M, Pavie,
French Minister Roaldent, the Blamese Clove
ernmont endeavors to allay susplelon by
warnieg in ndvance the Freuch commondes
of tho passago ol every Blanmess man-of-war.

Binm is doiog hor best to convinee M. Pave
that her Intontions are amlcable, but froedom
of action In the negotiations 15 muc restricted
by the pressure exercised cstentatiously by
the French war vessels.

Loxpoy, July 20.—A speein) Cabinot meoting
In Downing stroet was summoned this afters
noon. There was afull nttendanco. France's
demands on Biam were (lscussud ot length,
and evontually Instructions for the Marquis of
Dufferin, iritish Ambassador to France, were
formulated and approved. Immedintely aftar
the meotiog the Earl of Roscbary, Beeretary of
Btato for Forolgn Affalrs, communisated with
the Admiralty as regards the dispoaition of
the floet in Asiatiec waters. Lato In the nftar-
noon special orders wers despainrhed by the
Admiralty to Vics-Admiral Sir E. It Fromnantle,
Commander-in-chlef of the Chineso divislun of
thn flest.

Theso facts, together with the sudden cane
celling of the Murquis of Dufferin's loave of
ahsence, are regnrded av hardly in harmony
with the ofMiein] predictions of & perfectly amis
eable settlement with France of the Slamess
diMeulty. Even if not alarmed by the course
of France, the Government {s bellevod to reale
{ze that the Slamess affair Is traught with the
most serious possibllitios, for which immedl
ate proparation must be made by Groeab
Britain.

A specinl despatah to the Times from Bange
kok says that the recent statement on the Ble
amese diMcouity made in the House of Come
mons by 8ir Edward Grey, Parllamentary Boos
rotary of the Forelgn Office, and pnrticularly
thut portion of it referring to Franve's de-
elarad desfro to maintain the intearity of
Blamese territory, hins created a favorable ree
action Inuative and forelgn fvellng In Bangw
kok. The doapateh adds that the present and
future josition of Great Britaln In Blam de=
pends on Lhe action that shall Lo taken by the
French. :

Furthorauestions wero asked [n the House
of Commons to-day in regard to the Blamese
troubles. Hir Ydward Grey, Parliamentary
Becroetary of the Forelgn OMeo, ropliod In bee
halt of the Government. Ilo rehearsed the
